Should City Have Weight Ordinance? 


' What will it profit Salem if City 
Council enacts a weight ordinance 
on city streets? 
An exact figure — or even an 
Estimate — can’t be made because 
the city has never tried such an 
ordinance. However, Mayor 
D e a n 
C ranm er has been pushing for a 
weight law ever since taking office 
in January and says he will con­ 
tinue the pressure until he gets the 
la w o r until he is told to keep quiet. 
* A look at the revenues garner­ 
ed thiough fines in Mayor Cran- 
jner’s traffic court shows that the 
truckers have 
paid 
$4,810.60 
in 
fines fo r overloads since Jan. 1. 
I This is a sizeable amount but 
how much of it stays in the city, 
considering that most of the over­ 
loads were discovered by using the 
dty-owmed scales? 


; THE ARRESTS were ma de by 
the State Highway Patrol so the 


state should rightly receive a share 
because it took the effort to make 
the arrest. They received 45 per 
cent or $2,164.77. That left $2,645.83, 
or twice as much as the city re­ 
ceived. What happened to h alf‘of 
this? 
Under a recently-enacted state 
law, half the money received by 
the city 5 s its share of fines levied 
in m ayor’s courts on state charg­ 
es must go to the county law lib­ 
rary. So $1,322.75 of the overload 
fines is collected by the county 
which had nothing whatsoever to 
dc with either the arrest or the 
disposition of the overload cases 
here. 
The city, which provided t h e 
means for discovering the violation 
and which provided the court for 
disposing of the 
o ffender, ra ked in 
$1,322.75. 
It has been pointed out by May­ 
or C ranm er and by Councilman 


Albert Lesch that the city scales 
are not even open all the time and 
that even more revenues could be 
had if a full tim e operator were 
employed to catch weight violat­ 
ors.

MAYOR 
reiterates 
that this would not correct nor 
slop the rapid flow of overload 
fines away from the city’s coffers. 
Regardless of how many arrests 
were made on overloads and how 
many were brought to the M ayor’s 
court, the city would still keep

Supposing city police made the 
arrests without an ordinance but 
under the state statute?

thrive only in a living cell—the 
body builds up antibodies which 
also 
neutralize 
viruses 
of 
the 
crippling type should they ever 
get in. 
Salk vaccine does not have this 
effect and a child who has been 
immunized with Salk killed virus 
vaccine still can harbor crippling 
viruses and transm it them to oth­ 
ers, including adults, who haven’t 
been immunized or who haven’t 
been able to build their own re ­ 
sistance through exposure. 
Dr. Sabin says his vaccine does 
not harm the im munity built up 
by the Salk vaccine. In fact, it 
gives a trem endous boost *o the 
antibody content of the blood, he 
adds. 
Physicians — extrem ely conser­ 
vative when it comes to tem pering 
with the safety of patients—are be­ 
hind the immunization project. The 
Academy of Medicine of Cincin­ 
nati, the Southwestern Ohio So­ 
ciety of G eneral Physicians and 
the 
Cincinnati 
Pediatric 
Society 
have endorsed the use of the Sabin 
vaccine 
on 
volunteers 
for 
pur­ 
poses of investigation. 
At a press conference last week, 
Dr. Sabin said: “ I cannot tell yoi 
how gratified I am at the response 
of the various doctors groups of 
Cincinnati. 
“ I think it’s a rem arkable ex­ 
ample for the entire country.” 
Doctors have agreed to donate 
their time to give the free vac­ 
cine 
in 
their 
offices 
without 
charge.

THEY ARE AWARE that other 
m ass indu stries hav e not attem pted 
to operate du ring national s trik e s .! 
Bu t it was u p in Boston last W ed­ 
nesday that I learned that their 
position is that the electrical and 
electronics indu stries are not cu t 
to a pattern m olded by their col­ 
leagu es in other fields. 
F or the m ost pa rt, th ey ’ll 
be 
du elling with Ja m es C arey 's Inter­ 
national Union of E lectrical W ork­ 
ers. C arey is the m ost m ilitant 
and v entu resom e of labor's high 
com m and. T here is, therefore, no 
dou bt that shou ld 
the 
IU E 
call 
th eir m en ou t on strik e this fall, 
the cou ntry m ay see a new s-m ak­ 
ing showdown th at cou ld pu n the 
presidential election a photo—and 
I m ean ju st th at—finish second in 
the race for front page headlines.

Z Some y ears back, it was popular to ask, 


¿‘Does Macy tell G im bel?” when someone 


w as pry ing for advance information. The 


q uestion could be brought up to date by 


substituting the nam es of Khrushchev and 


X>e Gaulle. 
1 “ Does Khrushchev tell De Gaulle?” “Does 
J)e Gaulle tell K hrushchev?” 


Here are two men who came from nowhere 
in the hurly -burly of their countries' turbulent 
« politics to reach the top of the pile by keep­ 
ing their opponents and their friends off 
guard. 


As the time for the sum m it meeting draw s 
closer, every body is try ing to fathom what 
these two are thinking and what they are 
■likely to do. Furlongs of speculation are be­ 
ing written about what m ay be going on be­ 
hind the im perturbable mask of De Gaulle 
and the laughing-frowning mask of Khrush­ 
chev. 


THE LATTER is the subject for study by 
w hat Joseph AIsop calls “demonologists” — 
m en who specialize in purporting to be able 
to read what is in the mind of the premier of 
the Soviet Union. Some of them purported to 
be able to do the sam e thing when the rank­ 
in g international “dem on” was Josef Stalin, 
bnother strong man with the faculty of know­ 
ing why Macy didn't tell Gimbel and vice 
versa. 


It is, Americans feel, a happy faculty . 
They value it highly for its absence in 


the conduct of their own international re­ 
lations. 
Macy alway s tells Gimbel and Gimbel al­ 
way s tells Macy where American policy is 
concerned. No one ever must wait to see 
what the United States is going to do be­ 
cause the United States alway s sells out in 
advance what it intends to do Instead of be­ 
ing in a bargaining position, it invariably puts 
its cards on the table face up, then spends 
the rest of the time guessing what 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
is getting ready to 
do. 
Its guesswork now must include France, 
because President De Gaulle has observed 
that the way to get 
what y ou 
want in 
diplomacy is to keep other nations guessing 
about what y ou would accept. 


THIS FORMULA is so successful that the 
net result often is to get more than could 
have been hoped for by being forthright. 
Foreign diplomats, being unsure of them ­ 
selves and rot wanting to be criticized for 
failure, have a tendency to overcompensate. 
When critics of U. S. foreign policy y earn 
for 
something 
more 
satisfy ing 
than 
the 
counter-punching in which the U.S. State De- 
artm ent waits to see what Khrushchev is 
going to do, then reacts to it. they have 
in mind a policy that would make other 
governments wonder what to ex pect from 
Washington 
Khrushchev doesn't do it. De Gaulle doesn t 
do it even some of the minor powers don't 
do it, but in American governm ent’s foreign 
relations, Macy alway s tells Gimbel. 


5 Summit Co n feren ce For Industrialism 


- During the steel 
strike 
last 
November, 
Jdeo rg e Meany , president of AFL-CIO. asked 
p re s ide nt Eisenhower to consider a confer­ 
e n c e of employ ers 
and 
labor 
leaders 
t/> 
develop harmony in labor relations. 
The Meany proposal was well-received in 
-the Eisenhower adm inistration. It hit a note 
j >\ favor with public opinion, which had not 
;1>een convinced of any good reason for a steel 
-« trike. 
Late last week it was announced from the 
jTVhite House that President Eisenhower and 
-M r Meany would m eet on April 26 to clear 
Uhe way for such a conference in June. The 
de p a rtm e nt of Labor and the Departm ent 
-of Commerce have been doing spadework. 
iThey have been as busy with preparations 
J o r a summit conference for harmony in in- 
-rlustrialism in the United States as the State 
de p a rtm e nt has been writh plans for a sum- 
3rut conference for harm ony in internation- 
-» 1 relations. 
— THIS WILL be a showdown on a proposi­ 
tio n that never has 
been tackled in the 
United States — the proposition that in a 
-people’s capitalism there is no reason for 
th e industrial w arfare carried on bitterly 
by generations of Europeans. The United 
States can be different, because the indus­ 
trialism it has evolved is different. 
It does not have to cripple itself repeat­ 


edly with clashes between labor and m an­ 
agement. because in the American enterprise 
sy stem the worker has a personal stake in 
the success of m anagem ent: 
he 
is, 
him­ 
self. an owner by virtue of his savings, his 
insurance, investments, fringe benefits and 
the privilege of bearing management respon­ 
sibilities. 
Mr. Meany is not the first labor leader 
to think about these things, but his position 
as president of AFL-CIO gives his thoughts 
special weight and meaning. Inside AFL-CIO 
he has been at odds with other labor lead­ 
ers who prefer the techniq ues of open indus­ 
trial w arfare; who insist there is no other 
way . 


THERE IS THE same division of opinion 
among m anagem ent in the United States. So 
m anagers believe 
earnestly in 
a middle 
ground where m anagem ent and labor can 
look objectively at their common problems 
and share their ideas for harmonious rela­ 
tions Some m anagers deny just as earnestly 
that reconciliation is possible or desirable 
This will be the subject for discussion in 
a union-management conference, if prelim ­ 
inary conversations are fruitful. It would be 
tragic if a conference were held and failed 
It would shatter the hope of harm ony in 
U.S. industrialism .

Congress now has before it a 
good many bills dealing with de­ 
fense 
procurem ent 
that 
might 
change these conditions and others 
and thus shorten our tim e between 
“ideas and hardw are.” 
But we are pounded by the ut­ 
terances of those already seeking 
public office or preparing to run 
this coming fall. More spending, 
they say , is the only solution to 
cur defense shortcomings.

Many a convention has 
settled 
its deadlock by a deal for second 
place. Thus in 
1932. when

was having a hard time getting 
the necessary two-thirds vote re­ 
q uired in those day s for the presi- 
dential nomination in the 
Demo­ 
cratic party , his manager?, got the 
convention to adjourn at 
a la’e 
hour one night and 
called for an 
early resumption of the proceed­ 
ings. 
During that interval of a few 
hours the men who managed the 
campaign of House Speaker John 
N 
G arner and had 90 valuable 
votes to give were persuaded 
that 
if they tossed those votes to FDR. 
the 
rew ard 
would 
be 
the 
vice 
presidency . That’s how the Roose­ 
velt * G arner ticket emerged and 
A1 Smith was prevented from get­ 
ting the presidential nomination a 
second time 
Richard Nix on, then senator from 
California, helped in 
1932 to block 
the transfer of delegate strength 
in that state from Go\ 
Earl War­ 
ren to Senator Taft. This w*as one 
of the pivotal battles of the con 
vention and in appreciation, the 
E isenhow er m anagers recom mend­ 
ed to the nominee that he agree 
to the nam ing 
of the California 
senator for second place on the 
ticket. 


CONVENTIONS are more or less 
alike in both parties and the im­ 
pression that is sometimes sought 
to be given is that the American 
people's views about a candidate 
are 
given 
serious 
consideration, 
when the truth is. nominations are 
m ade as a result of trading back 
and 
forth 
by 
the 
organization 
leaders. 
Gov. Loveless say s, for instance 
that whatever support Adlai Ste­

PARIS 
France is among the few na­ 
tions which have pointedly refrain­ 
ed from uttering any protest, of­ 
ficial or otherwise, over events in 
South Africa. 
In view of traditional French op­ 
position to racialism , and the high 
hopes still residing in the h a I f- 
omission has surprised many ob­ 
servers here. 
But the understanding is that the 
decision not to criticize the South 
African government was taken by 
President Charles de Gaulle him­ 
self after considerable discussions 
among top officials. 
To unhappy Negro leaders of the 
French Community republics, he 
reportedly has said in effect: Our 
record in French 
Africa amply 
dem onstrates 
that 
we have 
no 
sy mpathy w-ith apartheid 'ex trem e 
racial segregation', but many of 
the 
attacks 
now 
bemg 
leveled 
against the South African author­ 
ities are motivated by a desire to 
promote black racialism in Africa 
and 
we 
eq ually 
have no sy m­ 
pathy with that. 


THE OUTBREAK of violence in 
South Africa coincided with further 
loosening of the bonds 
between 
Franee and some of its former 
African colonies While the world’s 
attention was glued to happenings 
in the far south of the continent, 
negotiations were being swiftly con­ 
cluded here giving full independ­ 
ence to the Mali Federation Sene­ 
gal and the form er French Sudan) 
and Malagasy « Madagascar*. 
These new states, fully dependent 
colonies less than two y ears ago. 
are to rem ain within the French 
Community . But De Gaulle now 
concedes that the latter is to evolve 
as a far less formal and tightly 
knit organization than he original­ 
ly conceived.

FLAGS OF THE C. S. A. — Soldiers of the Confederate States 
of America fought under several different flags from 1861 to 1865. 
Best known is probably the one in upper right-hand corner, above, 
usually—-and incorrectly—called the “Stars and Bars.” It was used 
by commanders in the field, although it never received the ap­ 
proval of the Confederate Congress. First official flag was the 
six-starred flag, upper left. Too easily confused with the U.S. flag, 
it was succeeded in 1863 by one incorporating,the Battle Flag with 
its blue St. Andrew’s cross on a field of red. The remainder of the 
flag was white. Finally a vertical red stripe was added to the edge 
in 1865.

woman closes her letter with an 
ap olog y for what she calls h e r 
••stup idity ” in not understanding 
“a m atter of such simp licity and 
imp ortance.” 
Let me beg in what may turn out 
to be a leng thy ex p lanation with 
the assurance that my corresp ond­ 
ents are not stup id and that the 
matter of reg ulating body temp er­ 
ature is far from simp le. 
I believ e that most of the con­ 
fusion stems from the fact that 
thermometer manufacturers contin­ 
ue to sug g est to the p ublic that 
body temp erature is a constant. 
That is to say , it’s the same for 
each indiv idual, each hour of the 
day and each day of the month, ir­ 
resp ectiv e of all attendant circum­ 
stances. 


NOTHING COULD 
from the truth. 
be furt h e r 


For the fact of the m atter is 
that there is a normal v ariation 
in the body temp eratures of differ­ 
ent indiv iduals. There are hourly 
and monthly fluctuations in t h e 
rormal temp erature 
reading s of 
each indiv idual. 
And the temp erature reading at 
any g iv en moment may be alter­ 
ed by 
some 
attendant 
circum­ 
stance such as water drinking , in 
the case of mouth temp eratures, 
or a bowel mov ement in the case 
of a rectal reading . 


LET ME BE more sp ecific. Just 
as some of us are normally tall 
and others normally small, so our 
body temp eratures may be abov e 
or below the av erag e (not the nor­ 
mal) of 98 .6 deg rees F. at which 
p oint the manufacturers wrong ly 
(to my mind) p lace their arrow 
and chang e the color of t h e i r 
marking s. 
To illustrate, my normal tcmp - 
eiature is ordinarily in the v icinity 
of 9 7.6 deg rees while my elder 
daug hter’s is usually at least 99 5. 
If I were to reg ister her normal 
I’d be fev erish. If she reg istered 
my normal she’s be subnormal. 
Ag ain, the indiv idual’s normal 
reading between the hours of 4 
a.m. and p erhap s 8 a.m. is usually 
one deg ree lower than the after­ 
noon reading .
